Teenage girl incident sparks further alert

RAILWAY enthusiasts say they 
are on the right track to reopen 
Oswestry’s rail line as a major 
tourist attraction. 

The upbeat message came after a re¬ 
cently restored section of the line was 
officially opened on Saturday. 

Volunteers say the reopening of part of 
the line signals a “fantastic step forward” 
in their ambitious dream to restore the 
railway. The official opening of the restored 
section took place on the 50th anniversary 
of the last train to pull out of the once busy 
station. The station’s closure 50 years ago 
was one of several to take place under the 
infamous Dr Beeching cuts which deci¬ 
mated the country’s rail network. 

Volunteers from the Cambrian Heritage 
Railways have been working for decades to 
reopen the line as a tourist route. They said 
they were delighted be able to formally reo¬ 
pen part of the route at the weekend, with 
Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner attending the 
official launch. 

Restored 

The restored section runs from the Vic¬ 
torian station in Oswald Road, past Coney 
Green to Gasworks Bridge. Thanks to a 
link-up with Shropshire Council, a new 
footpath also runs alongside the line. 

Rob Williams, chairman of Cambrian 
Heritage Railways, said it is hoped by 
2018 the group will be able to reopen the 
line as far as Weston Wharf on the edge of 
Oswestry to link up with the Stonehouse 
Brewery and other businesses. 

Mr Williams said: “It’s certainly going to 
be a tall order but it is realistic, especially 
as we’ve now opened that first chunk which 
is excellent. The picture is looking optimis¬ 
tic and the feedback we’ve had from people 
has been brilliant. Many people can’t wait 
and have said it’s going to be a nice, solid 
tourist attraction.” 

Mr Williams said in the long-term it is 
hoped the line will reopen as far as Llany- 
mynech to the south - linking up with the 
group’s site in Llynclys - and the main line 
station at Gobowen to the north. 

Jenny Pickstock, company secretary for 
Cambrian Heritage Railways, said it was a 
momentous day to see the formal opening 
of the restored line on Saturday. 

She said: “Whilst the closing of the line 
was extremely negative, it means we’ve 
been able to celebrate this fantastic step 
forward this weekend. It’s gone from being 
a negative to a real positive and now we’ve 
got a very hopeful future ahead of us. 

“It’s wonderful to see how far we’ve come 
and that’s all down to the volunteers who 
come week in, week out, and the public who 
support us and come to our events. It was 
wonderful to see so many people turn out 
for the event this weekend, and we’re ex¬ 
tremely grateful to the mayor for coming 
along to open the new piece of track for us.”

A MAN in a “suspicious vehicle” asked a teenage 
girl if she needed a lift, police have said. 

Officers say they were called to a report of a 
suspicious vehicle on The Crescent in Nesscliffe, 
between Oswestry and Shrewsbury. Police con¬ 
firmed they are also investigating after another 
“suspicious vehicle” was reported to have fol¬ 
lowed a woman in Morda near Oswestry. 

That incident happened on Erw Wen, shortly 
after 1.30pm on Friday, when two men got out of 
a small silver saloon vehicle, and told the woman 
in her late 20s to get into the car. She replied no 
and the men got back in the car before driving 
away. The woman was uninjured but left shaken 
up by the incident. 

The men are both described as white, in their 
mid-to-late 20s, and of slim build. They were 
believed to be wearing grey tracksuits. The 


driver had flat dark hair, which was short at the 
back and sides and pushed forward. The pas¬ 
senger had a similar haircut but it was mousey 
brown in colour. 

It is believed that the occupants of the silver 
car were seen around the same time to be talking 
to the occupant of a small white van, which had 
blue sign writing with the letters DPB on the 
side of the van. Police are keen to also trace the 
driver of the white van. 

Following the incident in Nesscliffe on Sat¬ 
urday, Laura Maltby, a spokeswoman for West 
Mercia Police, said: “A teenage girl was walking 
when a man stopped in a car and asked if she was 
okay and needed a lift. She said no and the man 
drove away. The girl was uninjured. There was 
no attempt made to touch the girl in question.” 

The incident comes after police revealed they 


were investigating the attempted abduction 
of two schoolchildren in Oswestry and Weston 
Rhyn last month. 

And last week officers from North Wales 
Police were also alerted to a man “behaving sus¬ 
piciously”, after a schoolgirl reported being fol¬ 
lowed by a man who got out of a black van in the 
Lloyds Lane area of Chirk on Thursday evening, 

Despite these recent alarming events in the 
North Shropshire area, West Mercia Police say 
these latest incidents are not linked to the previ¬ 
ous cases. Detective Inspector Mark Jones said: 
“I am not, at present, formally linking this to 
two previously reported incidents involving a 
black Renault Clio which approached two school- 
children in the Oswestry area. There are signifi¬ 
cant differences which is why they are not being 
linked.”

Plan for police to 
share premises is 
given a welcome 

A WELSHPOOL councillor has welcomed 
a move which could see police stations 
share premises with the fire service and 
councils in a bid to save money. 

Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Dafydd Llywelyn says the aim 
of the proposals is to ensure communities 
do not lose their police stations. 

The move could affect police buildings 
in Montgomeryshire, including at both 
Welshpool and Newtown. 

Mr Llywelyn, who was elected into 
office in May, said: “The overall aim 
and purpose of this work is to ensure 
that police stations are not lost from 
our communities. I am adamant that no 
town or village will lose a police presence 
and co-location is a solution that will 
strengthen that position.” 

Welshpool Town Councillor Estelle 
Bleivas said she believed the move could 
work if it was to go ahead in Welshpool. 

She said: “It sounds like an excellent 
idea, especially if the police moved into 
larger premises because it would mean 
it would be open all day to the public, as 
currently there isn’t that sort of presence 
really in the town. 

“I do think it would go some way in 
tackling the problems Welshpool encoun¬ 
ters with anti-social behaviour. 

“It would mean a place for people to go 
to report incidents. One thing I will say 
is it’s important that confidentiality re¬ 
mains strict if premises are shared.”

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Care home bosses say food 
standards are now better

THE owners of a care home criti¬ 
cised for poor food hygiene have 
spoken out in defence of their 
standards. 

Officials who run The Rhallt Lodge in 
Welshpool said they were confident issues 
raised by inspectors had been dealt with. 

They said food for residents was pre¬ 
pared at an nearby care home which had 
the top possible food hygiene rating of five. 

It comes after the home in Salop Road 
was named as one of 50 care providers in 
Wales that have been told to improve their 
food hygiene standards. It scored one out 
of a possible five in the Food Standards 
Agency ratings which means major im¬ 
provement is necessary. 

The problems came to light in food hy¬ 
giene reports obtained under the Freedom 
of Information Act and data from the FSA. 

A spokesman for Barchester Healthcare 
Ltd, which runs The Rhallt Lodge, said: 
“The food for The Rhallt Lodge is prepared 
at the adjacent care home which has a food 
hygiene rating of five - the highest possible 
rating. We are confident that we have ad¬ 
dressed the issues flagged by the recent in¬ 
spection which includes organising further 
paperwork. We have requested a retest and 
are confident we’ll see an improved rating. 
Providing the highest quality care is of the 
utmost importance to us and we take it 
very seriously.” 

Footsteps Day Nursery in Welshpool and 
Bronllys Hospital in Brecon both scored 
two which means “improvement is neces¬ 
sary”. 

Louise Macken, owner of Footsteps Day 
Nursery said: “Action has already been 
taken on this and we are awaiting a new 
inspection. 

“There were some issues with the main¬ 
tenance of a building owned by Powys 
County Council but they have all been rec¬ 
tified.” 

Powys teaching Health Board said it was 
working on the required improvements at 
the 100-year-old Bronllys community hos¬ 
pital. 

Meanwhile, Loving Care - a care home 
in Machynlleth - scored zero, which means 
that urgent improvement necessary. 

A spokeswoman for Loving Care said: 
“Sadly we’ve had a few issues such as pa¬ 
perwork and a few things weren’t covered 
in the fridge but when they came out again 
they seemed happy with everything and we 
are awaiting another inspection soon.” 


CHILDREN enjoyed exploring a new play¬ 
ground during the recent half term hol¬ 
idays, thanks to a regeneration project at 
town centre fiats. 

The play area in Castlefields, Oswestry, 
was officially opened by Mayor, Councillor 
Paul Milner and welcomed by local resi¬ 
dents and children.

One of the tenants, Rebecca Willmott, 
said: “It’s great that STAR Housing have 
acted on what they said they’d do. Myself, 
and other people in the area, feel really pos¬ 
itive that we can now speak to STAR and 
Shropshire Council and that they’ll listen 


to what we have to say and act on what 
they promise. It’s great that the children 
have a safe environment to play and that 
allows them to play outside like children 
should. Hopefully it will bring a sense of 
community to the area.” Sam Pugh, Hous¬ 
ing Officer for STAR Housing, said: “We’ve 
created this project to develop a safe area 
for children to play that will also bring the 
community together. We consulted with the 
residents in the area to find out what they 
wanted so the play area was heavily influ¬ 
enced by tenant priorities.”

SHROPSHIRE Council Deputy Lead¬ 
er Steve Charmley has called for the 
pedestrianised zone of Cross Street 
in Oswestry to be opened up to traffic 
again for a trial period.

“This is a Welsh Government which has 
over-promised and under-delivered. The 
goalposts have been repeatedly moved, 
people have been fobbed off, and businesses 
have been unable to plan for the future. 

“Welsh Government Ministers have been 
full of warm words and good intentions but 
now it is time for concrete action because 
hot air and empty promises won’t get us 
very far. 

“Closely collaborating with the regulator 
and network operators; reforming the plan¬ 
ning system; and putting in place a mobile 
action plan which addresses market failure 
- these are some of the measures which 
are desperately needed to actually deliver 
the 21st century digital connectivity which 
some of our urban counterparts currently 
enjoy.”

Welshpool Town Council responded to a request from the Royal British Le¬ 
gion head office and has bathed the building in red light to symbolise the blood 
shed during the battle. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson said: “Welshpool Town Hall will remain bathed in poppy 
red for the duration of the annual Poppy Appeal. It is particularly poignant this year as 
- we commemorate the Battle of the Somme. 


Parades to 
take place 
around area 

THOUSANDS of people across Shropshire 
will turn out to remember the fallen at a 
series of parades across the county. 

In years gone by, the older generation 
who served in the first and second world 
wars would have taken centre stage in 
these events. 

But as the Royal British Legion increas¬ 
ingly turns its attentions to the young men 
and women who have served in recent 
conflicts such as those in Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan, the charity is asking people to rethink 
remembrance this year. 

Jenny Robey, the Royal British Legion’s 
community fundraiser in Shropshire, says 
remembrance events are also about paying 
tribute to those who have served in recent 
conflicts. “A lot of the work that the Royal 
British Legion does today is with some 
quite young people who have served in re¬ 
cent conflicts and are affected now and who 
need help now,” says the 31-year-old from 
Shrewsbury.” 

The fundraising target in Shropshire 
is £470,000, which will go towards the 
Legion’s national target of £43 million to 
continue its vital work delivering practical, 
through life care and support to the Armed 
Forces community. 

On Sunday, remembrance parades will 
be held across the area. 

In Oswestry Bailey Head, The Cross and 
Church Street will all be closed as the pa¬ 
rade makes its way towards St Oswald’s 
Church. There will be a wreath-laying cer¬ 
emony in Gobowen. 


“The request coincided with a council 
decision to change the town hall lighting 
system to LED in a move to save cost. So 
staff were quickly deployed to comply with 
the RBL request; we were only notified on 
October 20 and it was a quick turnaround 
but it didn’t cost a lot. 

“We couldn’t just put red filters on as 
they could have caught fire.” 

During this year’s Remembrance events, 
the ultimate sacrifice that a young soldier 
made for his country is to be honoured in 
his home town of Welshpool. 

As the nation commemorates the Battle 
of the Somme Centenary, the townspeople 
of Welshpool will also be remembering one 
of its bravest sons close to their hearts, 
from a war much closer in time - Iraq. 

On August 17, 2004, Lance Corporal Paul 
Thomas, 29, of the Light Infantry, was 
killed in an exchange of fire with insurgents 
in Basra. Welshpool Town Council, working 
with the Royal British Legion’s Welshpool 
and District branch, will remember Mr 
Thomas tomorrow (Friday) at Welshpool 
with the laying of a wreath in his honour at 
his memorial at 2pm. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson said: “We 
will be laying a wreath for Paul Thomas at 
the War Memorial Garden on a stone laid 
in his name as a lasting memorial for him. 

“Later, the evening events in the Assem¬ 
bly Room start at 7.30pm, with doors open 
from 7pm. Entertainment on the evening 
will include music from the Porthywaen 
Youth and Training Band and the Border 
Men, plus poetry from Pat Edwards.” 

Tickets costing £5 are available from 
Welshpool Tourist Information Centre, 
Welshpool Town Council office and Jan’s 
gift shop, or on the door for £6. On Sunday, 
a procession through the town will be led 
by the Newtown Youth Band, leaving Park 
Lane at 10.40am, and marching towards 
St Mary’s Church where a service will be 
held from 10.50am. Following the service 
and laying of wreaths, the procession will 
march back to the Town Hall, where re¬ 
freshments will be served.

Bus row at 

AN agreement could be reached in a 
cross-border wrangle over bus routes that 
could leave villagers stranded. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet member in 
charge of transport, Simon Jones, said that 
the authority has made a funding offer to 
neighbouring Powys County Council to try 
and ensure that the X75 bus continues to 
pick people up in three Shropshire villages. 

Councillor Jones said: “The main concern 
for us is Shropshire residents and ensuring 
they have the means to get around, and 
access to the X75 bus service is crucial for 
some. It is highly important to us that we 
don’t allow Shropshire residents to become 
isolated. Officers are working hard to en¬ 
sure we arrive at a resolution with Powys 
County Council that will benefit Shropshire

residents in the long term, and we are hope¬ 
ful that we will.” 

Last month it was revealed that without 
an agreement over funding the X75 bus, 
which runs from Rhayader in Mid Wales, 
through Llanidloes, Newtown, and Welsh¬ 
pool, before reaching its Shrewsbury desti¬ 
nation, will stop picking up passengers at 
Ford, Wattlesborough, and Halfway House 
from December. A decision had been taken 
by the Powys authority, which has tradi¬ 
tionally paid for the route, meaning that it 
would no longer be subsidising routes for 
passengers outside the county. 

For the last year Shropshire Council said 
it agreed a ‘one-off payment towards con¬ 
cessionary travel’ but that it had never sub¬ 
sidised the route.

TOWN 


An Oswestry online petition 
demanding free parking in the 
town centre is admirable but you 
have to ask is it a plausible sug¬ 
gestion when council budgets 
are being slashed? 

Oswestry’s car parks are 
owned and operated by the town 
council or by Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil while local business people, 
claiming a downturn in town 
centre trade, are behind the peti¬ 
tion asking for a completely fresh 
look at parking charges. 

Car parking charges have al¬ 
ways been a burning issue in 
Oswestry and there is little doubt 
that fewer people are coming 
into the town centre because of 
the cost. 

After all they can pull-up at the 
door of out-of-town supermar¬ 
kets without a charge to do the 
weekly shop. 

The dilemma is that revenue 
from car parks helps keep coun¬ 
cil tax costs down and while the 
shop keepers might be happy 
to see free parking I doubt res¬ 
idents would be willing to fork 
out more cash to see bulging car 
parks. 

The other thing to consider is 
that our car parks would proba¬ 
bly be full of all-day parkers who 
live or work in the town centre. 
So there would be very little 
space left for those wanting to 
go to the shops anyway. 

Things will get worse for the 
town centre if the Shrewsbury 
Road development ever gets 
re-started. 

It’s proving to be a “good year” 
for Lindstrand Technologies, 
the company owned and run in 
Oswestry by world-renowned 
balloonist Per Lindstrand. 

The company has already 
doubled its workforce from 20 
to 40 this year and now 10 more 
jobs are on the way after Good¬ 
year engaged Mr Lindstrand’s 
team to create the world’s larg¬ 
est inflatable fabric building as a 
hanger for an ambitious airship 
Wingfoot Three operation in 
Long Beach California. 

It’s great to think that this in¬ 
genious idea was hatched in 
Oswestry and will be developed 
by Oswestry people, using air 
cell technology that can be man¬ 
ufactured completely off-site 
and installed in just a night.

In May the Roads Minister 
Andrew Jones MP visited North 
Shropshire to see for himself the 
dire state of the A5 and to assess 
the proposal to build a bypass 
round Pant and Llanymynech on 
the A483. It was very construc¬ 
tive with representatives of every 
part of the community turning 
out with helpful supportive evi¬ 
dence. I want to ensure that the 
new team at the Department for 
Transport understand the details 
of this campaign, as the misery 
caused by accidents needs to 
end. Last week I met the Trans¬ 
port minister John Hayes MP, to 
update him on my long running 
campaign to dual the whole of 
the A5 and build a Pant/Llany- 
mynech Bypass. 

The information provided by 
West Mercia Police is shocking. 
There have been almost 1,500 
casualties on the A5 in the last 
25 years, 49 of which were fatal 
and these casualties dispropor¬ 
tionately affect my constituents 
as almost half of those involved 
in an accident were from the lo¬ 
cal area. The estimated total cost 
to the public purse is a stagger¬ 
ing £172.8 million. Last month 
alone saw multiple injuries, in¬ 
cluding a young girl hospitalised, 
from a number of crashes. There 
has already been another death 
since the Minister came to visit 
in May. Accidents will decrease if 
we dual the A5, as dualled roads 
are statistically safer than sin¬ 
gle track. Dangerous accidents, 
along with unpredictable and 
debilitating traffic, are affecting 
local businesses. A good road 
network is vital to any economy; 
improvements must be made. 

The Minister has agreed to vis¬ 
it in February as the Government 
is looking into small projects that 
have a great impact on local 
economies. It is unprecedented 
for two transport ministers to 
visit within one year and John 
Hayes’s experience as an MP 
for a rural seat stands us in good 
stead. 

The second Road Investment 
Strategy, known as RIS 2, covers 
investment in England’s motor¬ 
ways and major roads. RIS 2 is 
still in its first research phase but 
a decision phase is to begin next 
spring. 

My staff met with Highways 
England last week and I will be 
meeting their Divisional Director 
for Strategy and Planning in the 
coming weeks to press them fur¬ 
ther on their upcoming strategy, 
which will involve projects both 
large and small. 

The Pant/Llanymynech By¬ 
pass has been a difficult conun¬ 
drum to fix as it is a strategic 
Welsh road yet the danger and 
the cost fall in England. John 
Hayes is aware of this and he 
is open-minded when it comes 
to finding a solution. Highways 
England are meeting the Welsh 
Government this week to contin¬ 
ue discussions.

MY FRIEND’S PARTNER IS BULLYING HER. IS THIS CLASSED 

AS DOMESTIC ABUSE? 

Q: I am very concerned that my friend is being controlled and bullied by her partner, especially as she can’t see what he is doing to her. Am I right in thinking that 
non- physical abuse is taken just as seriously as physical abuse these days? 

A: The cross Government definition of domestic violence and abuse is: “Any incident of controlling, coercive, threatening behaviour, violence or abuse between 
those aged 16 or over who are, or have been intimate partners or family members regardless of gender or sexuality. The abuse can encompass, but is not limited 
to: psychological, physical, sexual, financial, emotional abuse.” 

Controlling behaviour is a range of acts designed to make a person subordinate and/or dependent by isolating them from sources of support, exploring their 
resources and capacities for personal gain, depriving them of the means needed for independence, resistance and escape and regulating their everyday behaviour. 
Coercive behaviour is an act or pattern of acts of assaults, threats, humiliation and intimidation or other abuse that is used to harm, punish or frighten their victim. 
Whatever form it takes, domestic abuse is rarely a one-off incident and typically involves a pattern of abusive and controlling behaviour that worsens over time. 
Domestic abuse occurs right across society, regardless of age, gender, race, sexuality, wealth, and geography, although statistics show the violence is mainly by 
men against women. Children are also affected and there is a strong correlation between domestic violence and child abuse. 

Police are aware of non-physical domestic violence and should take complaints seriously. There are injunctions you can apply for and protection your friend can 
obtain, both for her and any children of the family. It is also worth mentioning that Legal Aid is available for family cases involving domestic abuse. Your friend 
should see a family solicitor as soon as possible.

Disadvantages of Brexit will become clear we ail need to 

fight for our 
vital health 
services in area 


AS a Remain voter I fear for some of the 
problems we will probably face during our 
negotiations with the EU. 

Firstly, the contention that the UK mar¬ 
ket is too important for the EU to abandon 
and they will be forced to give us a good 
deal. The trade statistics are that 44 per 
cent of our trade is with the EU whilst only 
18 per cent of the EU trade is with us - it 
is far easier for them to say goodbye to us. 

Outside the EU we would probably have 
a minimum 10 per cent tariff on exports 
which would not only harm our trade but 
result in the departure to Europe of many 
global companies such as Nissan, Toyota, 


Honda, Vauxhall, Tata, Astrazeneca, etc. 

If we do manage to stay in the European 
Economic Area (EEA), the EU will insist on 
free movement of labour as they have done 
with Norway and Switzerland. This will not 
please the racist element of Brexit. 

If we do come out of the EEA all the fi¬ 
nance companies based in London will lose 
the ability to sell services in Europe. These 
companies will be forced to move to Eu¬ 
rope, depriving us of most of their revenues 
(around 74 per cent of our GDP). Frankfurt 
is already queuing up to replace London as 
the European finance hub. We are already 
losing part of the £1 billion pa provided for 


European research centres based in the UK 
such, with the resulting loss in expertise 
and jobs. 

Many industries in danger of losing mi¬ 
grant labour (agricultural, hospitality, care 
homes, services, building etc) are worried 
by the resultant increase in costs with the 
strawberry industry as an example of one 
planning to move to Spain. If we leave the 
EU, Scotland and Northern Ireland who 
voted Remain will attempt to leave the UK 
for the EU (and Northern Ireland could be¬ 
come part of a unified Ireland).

That the hospital facilities are 
available, at all times, to the NHS, rather 
than allowing a consultant to ‘squeeze in’ 
a private procedure, while NHS patients 
wait. 

Consultants, themselves, should do the 
work, not a locum. If the consultant is 
really ill, then that would be a legitimate 
reason to call in cover. If you want the pro¬ 
cess to be transparent, then publish these 
contracts and annually show that they are 
fulfilled, or even exceeded. 

We don’t need to know how much the 
NHS is paying each consultant. As is often 
said: “What price a life.”

Vital work to go on 


A PIONEER of recycling is now 
fighting for future work. 

Cae Post is a social enterprise that first 
blazed a trail for recycling 30 years ago. 

Since then it has helped dozens of disadvan¬ 
taged people find jobs and self confidence and 
contributed to Powys having one of the best 
records for recycling. 

But as celebrating its 30th birthday, it is now 
fighting for its future and to safeguard the 49 
jobs it provides. 

Based in Trewern, near Welshpool, Cae Post 
provides waste management and recycling 
services in Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Welshpool, 
Newtown, Llanidloes and Brecon, with strong 


work placement links to the Derwen College, 
near Oswestry. 

But the cabinet of Powys County Council has 
confirmed that the 15-year contract to collect 
recyclables and process materials at Cae Post 
will end on March 31. 

From April, most residents in north Powys 
will have their kerbside recycling collected by 
the council. 

John Harrington, chair of trustees, said the 
council is now moving to a different model 
based more on “bulk and flogging it off’ rather 
than the specialist hand sorting of specific ma¬ 
terial groups which is achieved by Cae Post’s 
staff. 

“In the early days, we were working with 


scouts in Guilsfield in a kind of Blue Peter way 
and the recycling of Christmas trees gave us a 
good profile,” he said. 

“We were pioneers of kerbside recycling in 
2006, when we became a model for the whole 
of Powys. 

“But we are in a different world now in 
which large international companies see there 
is money to be made out of waste, which has 
made it trickier for us. 

“But we are still a community enterprise 
first and although we are disappointed that the 
council is not going to renew our contract we 
have to move on and look to other companies, 
large events and organisations that we could 
help in the recycling field or otherwise.”

Campaigners working 
to save constituency

A CAMPAIGN group has launched 
a plan to save the constituency of 
Montgomeryshire from the axe. 

Save Our Montgomeryshire campaigners 
have revealed their own plan to submit to 
the Boundary Commission in a desperate 
bid to save the ancient constituency from 
being ripped apart. 

The group is calling for Montgomery¬ 
shire to be retained as a constituency with 
no changes at all and to be merged with 
the whole of Radnorshire, plus the popular 
“book town” of Hay-on-Wye, near Brecon. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, a past county chair¬ 
man of NFU Cymru Montgomeryshire, re¬ 
vealed that the new plan would take the 
constituency to the required 72,000 per 
head of population and is a viable alterna¬ 
tive to effectively scrapping the shire, as 
proposed by the Boundary Commission. 

He said: “Under the commission’s offi¬ 
cial plans, Montgomeryshire will be split 
into three, with the northern half of the 
constituency, including Welshpool, being 
merged with Clwyd South to form a new 
South Clwyd and North Montgomeryshire 
constituency. This means that strongly 
Welsh-speaking heartlands in the north¬ 
west of the shire will be dispersed into 
South Clwyd.Its plans will also confuse 
farmers, landowners and youngsters be¬ 
cause all major farming organisations 
- such as the NFU, FUW and YFC - are 
based on the old shire model, which will all 
be diluted if it is broken up. 

“We are to have our official launch on 
November 11 when more details will be re¬ 
vealed and keynote speakers will argue our 
case.We are a proud county and people feel 
strongly about this and we are waiting to 
hear from Radnorshire.”

Review your rates,

If the information 
held about the property is incorrect, 
businesses should inform the VOA 
by November 30. Cllr Wynne Jones, 
Powys County Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said: “The VOA 
is responsible for assessing all ratea¬ 
ble values across Wales and England. 
The revaluation of rateable values re¬ 
flects changes in the property market 
across Wales and England since 2008. 
It is important that businesses check 
their draft rateable value and let the 
VOA know if the information held 
about your property is incorrect.”

Assurances are given on 
future of rail services

AN hourly rail service running 
seven days a week could be in¬ 
troduced between Shropshire 
and Mid Wales under a new fran¬ 
chise, it has been claimed. 

Passengers have been assured that 
plans to devolve the Wales and Bor¬ 
ders rail franchise will include exist¬ 
ing cross-border services and there are 
now hopes for the hourly seven day 
service. 

The Welsh Government said it had 
“reached an understanding” with the UK 
Department for Transport that the cur¬ 
rent Wales and Borders franchise map will 
remain intact. Its spokesman added there 
were also opportunities for operating new 
routes to Bristol and Liverpool “if train 
paths can be secured”. The Shrewsbury 
Aberystwyth Rail Liaison Committee wel¬ 
comed the assurance for services to con¬ 
tinue through to Birmingham and London 
and said it was working towards securing 
more trains, more often. 

Welshpool Town Clerk Robert Robinson, 
secretary of the liaison committee, said: 
“The Welsh Government has now con¬ 
firmed that the Welsh Rail Franchise will 
remain intact as it is now and that includes 
all cross-border services. 

“This statement has been issued as there 
have been rumours going around that the 
cross-border services may not continue. For 
some time now the committee has worked 
to gain more frequent rail services and in 
May 2015, this came to fruition. There 
are also other improvements to the line in 
which the committee has been involved. 
Now work starts to try and gain the extra 
trains needed to provide a full hourly ser¬ 
vice, seven days a week.”

THE official opening of a restored section 
of Oswestry’s railway line was marked at 
the weekend. 

The opening was marked through train 
rides on the restored section and through 
displays on the history of the railway and 
information about the long term plans to 
reopen the line as far as Gobowen to the 
north and to Llanymynech to the south. 

The official opening of the restored sec¬ 
tion by Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner took 
place on the 50th anniversary of the last 
train to pull out of the once busy station. 

Volunteers from the Cambrian Heritage 
Railways have been working for decades to 
reopen the line as a tourist route. 

The restored section runs from the Vic¬ 
torian station in Oswald Road, past Coney 
Green to the gasworks bridge. 

Thanks to a link-up with Shropshire 
Council, a new footpath also runs alongside 
the line. 

As part of the celebration, the railway 
and station was open to the public on Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday. 

A steam locomotive took passengers 
along the newly-opened track and 1960s 
memorabilia, a transport display and more, 
were also on show. 

In the short term volunteers are reopen¬ 
ing the line as far as Weston Wharf on the 
edge of Oswestry to link up with the Stone- 
house Brewery and other businesses. 

Part of the funding for the rail project 
will be met through regular events such as 
the forthcoming Santa Trains in the run-up 
to Christmas. 

Santa Trains will run from Cambrian 
Heritage Railways’ bases at Oswestry and 
at Llynclys.

NEWS IN BRIEF ^ 

Baby death 
sparks action 
from coroner 

HOSPITAL chiefs have been told by a 
coroner to make improvements after a 
four-month-old collapsed and died follow¬ 
ing complications at birth. 

Ivy Morris died at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital in May after collapsing dur¬ 
ing a feed at the family home in Oswestry 
while suffering from bronchopneumonia. 

Her inquest heard that errors dur¬ 
ing her birth including monitoring the 
wrong heartbeat and a delayed second 
stage of labour meant she suffered from 
severe perinatal hypoxic ischaemic brain 
damage. Ivy was born in December at 
Princess Royal Hospital in Telford with 
life limiting needs after suffering from 
hypoxia - a lack of oxygen reaching the 
tissue. Coroner John Ellery has now writ¬ 
ten to Simon Wright, chief executive of 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital Trust, 
outlining three areas of concern. 

He said: “Ivy’s foetal heart rate ought 
to have been monitored and was not mon¬ 
itored. In the second stage of labour the 
maternal heart rate was recorded on the 
external CTG machine for the majority of 
(if not all) the time when the intent was 
to monitor the foetal heart rate. The con¬ 
founding factor was the similarity of the 
heart rates at the commencement of the 
second stage. There were opportunities 
and methodologies available to resolve 
this issue that were not taken. There was 
evidence of potential error of this kind in 
the interpretation of CTG traces being a 
known phenomenon.” 

The coroner also expressed concerns 
about the failure to follow midwifery 
guidelines surrounding verifying the 
CTG readings and getting obstetric opin¬ 
ions during labour. He also said midwives 
wanting support to perform procedures 
during labour could lead to delays. 

Man cleared of 
order breach 

A MAN has been cleared of breaching a 
restraining order not to contact his ex - 
after claiming his damaged phone rang 
her by accident. 

Frances Brian Cooper, 44, said that as 
he ended a call with a recruitment firm 
his phone rang the number of Samantha 
Jones. 

He was shocked and in a panic ended 
the call by hitting the screen - but must 
have accidentally called her again. 

A few days later his former partner re¬ 
ceived a Face Time call from his number. 

Cooper, then of Bradley Road in Wr¬ 
exham but now living care of The Hand 
Hotel in Chirk, near Oswestry, told how 
he had ended another call and put his iP¬ 
hone in his back pocket 

Cooper told Flintshire Magistrates 
Court at Mold that when it happened the 
first time he deleted his former partner’s 
number. 

But the Face Time call had been made 
accidentally from the calls history, he ex¬ 
plained. 

The court heard that Miss Jones and 
the defendant had an eight month rela¬ 
tionship but it ended and she began an¬ 
other relationship. 

A restraining order was made at Wr¬ 
exham Magistrates Court on September 
14 after Cooper had admitted damaging 
her car. 

Plans are given 
the go-ahead 

A PETROL station and convenience 
store will be built on an industrial estate, 
planners have ruled. 

The plans, lodged by Tuffins, are for a 
petrol station, store and offices at Butt- 
ington Cross, Welshpool. 

Powys County Council has given con¬ 
sent for the plans, after Welshpool Town 
Council last year opposed them. 

They were withdrawn following a pres¬ 
entation to the local authority. Earlier 
this year the town authority objected 
again because they said the scheme is on 
land designated for industrial use and 
outside the shopping zone set out in the 
town plan. 

However, Powys County Council has 
now backed the plans based on the de¬ 
velopers carrying out several conditions 
before work is able to start. 

The shopping zone was set up to avoid 
any out-of-town developments taking 
trade from the town centre, but it ex¬ 
empts Coed y Dinas and the Old Station 
building.

Man had a 
chainsaw in 
town centre 

A CHAINSAW was wielded to threat¬ 
en another man in a town centre, a 
court heard. 

The chainsaw had been started up 
and the attacker was threatening to 
chop a man’s head off with it. 

Mold Crown Court heard that the 
man who was being threatened by 
the chainsaw was curled up outside 
a shop. 

He was never traced but the police 
were alerted by a man living nearby. 

The man who wielded the chainsaw 
was Andrew Jones who appeared via a 
live television link from Stoke Heath 
custody centre and admitted a charge 
of threatening a man with a chainsaw 
in Market Street, Llangollen. 

Jones, 27, of Wern, Chirk, was 
jailed for nine months - to be served 
consecutively to a four and a half year 
prison sentence imposed at Carlisle 
Crown Court for a cocaine offence. 

He was warned that but for the 
other sentence he could have expected 
two years for wielding the chainsaw 
in dangerous circumstances when he 
was drunk and using it to threaten 
another man. 

Co-defendant Michael Taylor, 27, of 
Sixth Avenue in Llay, near Wrexham, 
admitted possessing the chainsaw in 
Market Street after he was seen to get 
it out of the boot of a BMW car and try 
and start it about three times. He was 
jailed for six months. 

Ceri Jones, for Jones, said it was out 
of character. The chainsaw was in the 
vehicle legitimately because he had 
been cutting trees at his grandfather’s 
home. It had not been planned to take 
it out of the vehicle that evening. 

There had been some trouble that 
night, nothing of a criminal nature, 
and in the heat of the moment he took 
possession of the chainsaw. 

Thankfully with the assistance of 
friends he came to realise what he was 
doing and put it back in the boot. 

Henry Hills, for Taylor, said that 
his client took possession of the chain¬ 
saw for a brief moment only. He had 
tried to start it unsuccessfully in what 
Mr Hills described as “a moment of 
madness.”

PARANORMAL investigators from Australia 
are preparing to travel to Shropshire - in the 
hunt for ghosts at one of the county’s most 
haunted spots. 

Shadowy figures, unexplained noises and 
unpleasant smells are just some of the strange 
happenings that have been reported at Whit¬ 
tington Castle near Oswestry. 

Founder of the Australian Paranormal So¬ 
ciety Bill Tabone will travel more than 10,000 
miles in the hunt for “conclusive proof’ of 


the spirit world when he visits the castle at 
Whittington next year. Members of the public 
will have the opportunity to join Bill and local 
group Paranormal Friends at the investigation. 

Paranormal Friends experienced unex¬ 
plained activity on two previous visits includ¬ 
ing loud noises and table tipping. 

Mr Tabone said he was excited about head¬ 
ing to Shropshire to see what evidence he could 
gather. 

He added that he was looking forward to 


working again with the Paranormal Friends 
team. He said: “I am so excited to be part of 
this amazing event, at such a fantastic location 
and to have the opportunity to work again with 
my great friends and paranormal family.” 

The fabric of the castle has been much 
changed over the hundreds of years since it 
was built, including the Elizabethan dwelling 
attached to the northern outer bailey gate¬ 
house tower. 

The tower keep is 12th century, and the 


outer gatehouse the work of Sir Fulk Fitzwar- 
ine in the early 13th century. It is recorded 
that in the 1920s a death occurred in the one 
gatehouse tower following an accident with a 
cricket ball.

MORE than 300 primary school 
children created their own myth¬ 
ical monsters as part as a bid to 
get young people to read for fun. 

Woodside Primary School in Oswest¬ 
ry celebrated Children’s Book Week 
with writer Jon Mayhew, author of the 
Monster Odyssey series. 

The writer hosted a fun workshop for 
children from schools across the area, talk¬ 
ing about reading and working with the 
young people to create mythical characters 
to encourage them to read for fun and de¬ 
velop a love of books. 

New research released by BookTrust, 
polling 500 primary school teachers across 
the UK, found that more than three quar¬ 
ters of teachers in the Midlands, believe 
that children need support from school and 
home if they are going to become readers. 

More than two in five teachers said par¬ 
ents should prioritise reading with their 
children at home. 

The Venom of the Scorpion author, Jon 
Mayhew said: “With so many things com¬ 
peting for children’s attention, it’s great to 
be able to deliver workshops and talks that 
make children aware of what a joy reading 
can be and of the positive benefits it brings. 

“Reading charities like BookTrust and 
events like Children’s Book Week are es¬ 
sential in raising the profile of reading for 
pleasure both in school and at home. It’s an 
honour to work with them.” 

Michael Morpurgo, one of Britain’s best¬ 
loved children’s story tellers, recently advo¬ 
cated for schools to reinstate storytime at 
the end of every school day to keep the joy 
of reading alive. 

The War Horse author argued that test¬ 
ing in schools, whilst important, kills the 
joy of reading.

New homes 
needed for 
greyhounds 

A GREYHOUND rescue charity is urging 
people to consider rehoming one of its 
many retired pooches. 

Greyhound Rescue Shropshire and 
Borders say black greyhounds are the 
hardest to re-home and often get over¬ 
looked. 

Lesley Rumney, one the group’s foster¬ 
ers, said the charity currently has 15 dogs 
needing homes - of which 12 are black. 

She said: “People seem to be attracted 
to other colours such as the fawn and 
‘blue’ greyhounds. They fly out the door. 

“However sadly the black ones are 
often overlooked - it is the same situation 
with black cats. 

“Greyhounds do come in a variety of 
colours but probably about 80 per cent of 
them are black.” 

This issue was highlighted by the Re¬ 
tired Greyhound Trust, which finds new 
homes for over 4,000 retired racing grey¬ 
hounds every year. 

Previously they said there had been a 
recent surge in production of black grey¬ 
hounds, after a former champion racer, 
Top Honcho, fathered 10,411 puppies, 
and his progeny have gone on to produce 
further generations of black dogs. 

Lesley said they are currently looking 
for a new loving home for their longest 
resident Rupert. 

She said: “Rupert came off the track 
with an injury after a long racing career. 

“Rupert is a very loving greyhound, 
adored by everyone who meets him. He 
loves his bed and is happy to chill out on 
the sofa. Rupert is happy to be left on his 
own so would be ideal as an only dog and 
he would love a secure garden where he 
can play with his toys.”

Huge praise 
for GP surgery 

A GENERAL practice has been praised 
by a health watchdog. 

The Cambrian Surgery on Thomas 
Savin Road, Oswestry, has been given an 
overall rating of good by inspectors from 
the Care Quality Commission, following a 
visit in October. The surgery, which has 
more than 13,000 patients registered, 
was found to provide safe services overall. 

Professor Steve Field, chief inspector 
of general practice, said: “There was an 
open and transparent approach to safety 
and an effective system in place for re¬ 
porting, recording and the learning from 
significant events. 

“Risks to patients were assessed and 
well-managed and full clinical audits 
completed. For patients on high-risk 
medicines and those requiring regular 
medicine reviews, these had been under¬ 
taken and systems were in place for med¬ 
icine review monitoring.” 

The practice was also praised for gen¬ 
eral health and safety risk assessments 
having been completed, as well as having 
“good facilities” and being well equipped 
to treat patients and meet their needs. 

The standard of training was also high¬ 
lighted, with Professor Field stating that 
staff had been trained to provide them 
with “the skills, knowledge and experi¬ 
ence to deliver effective care and treat¬ 
ment”. 

Council looks 
for rail benefits 

COUNCIL bosses have welcomed the 
benefits that could come into Shropshire 
from HS2. 

Councillors responsible for transport 
across the county say they want to max¬ 
imise the benefits that could come from a 
close proximity to the high-speed service 
and from potential improvements to the 
railways that could come as a result of the 
new connection. 

It comes after it was revealed that 
Stafford railway station will become 
an ‘HS2 hub’ linking Staffordshire and 
Shropshire to the £55.7 billion track, de¬ 
spite suggestions it could have been axed 
under cost savings. 

Simon Jones, Shropshire Council’s 
Cabinet member for highways and trans¬ 
portation, said: “Given the county’s prox¬ 
imity to both the proposed Birmingham 
and Crewe hubs, Shropshire Council is 
actively engaged with the rail industry 
in looking to maximise the benefits, both 
economic and in terms of passenger jour¬ 
ney times, that would result from HS2.”

Bonfire Night fun 
enjoyed by many 

THOUSANDS around Shropshire 
and Mid Wales enjoyed the wonder of 
organised displays for Bonfire Night. 

And, while fire crews had a busy 
weekend, there were no serious inci¬ 
dents linked with the annual celebra¬ 
tion. 

There were 18 call outs for Shrop¬ 
shire Fire Service on Saturday be¬ 
tween 5.30pm and 10.30pm. The 
service said firework-related calls 
placed pressure on a service already 
dealing with routine calls. 

A crew from Oswestry was called 
to Mount Road in the town where a 
tree branch had caught fire at about 
9.50pm. 

The most serious was a blaze that 
broke out in a derelict pub in the Tel¬ 
ford area. Two crews from Tweedale 
and Wellington were called to the 
Queens Arms Inn in Dawley Bank. 

Councillors back 
right to buy move 

COUNCILLORS have backed a 
move that could lead to people living 
in council and housing association 
homes in Mid Wales being stopped 
from buying them in future. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet 
approved a recommendation for the 
authority to go out to consult on a 
proposal to suspend the right to buy 
scheme for the next five years. 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris, cab¬ 
inet member for property buildings 
and housing, said the move would 
leave the authority “better able to ad¬ 
dress the housing needs of an ageing 
community”. 

She said none of the eight housing 
associations which operate in Powys 
have sold any homes under the scheme 
for the past five years. 

Councillor Harris said the move was 
the “only option that gives the author¬ 
ity complete freedom to maintain, in¬ 
crease and improve the housing stock 
necessary to address a changing de¬ 
mand over coming years”. 


New electricity line route is 
published by power company 


THE proposed route of a £18 
million overhead power line 
to increase electricity capac¬ 
ity across North Shropshire 
has been published. 

The scheme will see a 132,000- 
volt wood pole overhead line con¬ 
structed from Oswestry to Wem, 
providing additional capacity in 
the region to support business 
investment and new residential 
developments. 

SP Energy Networks, which is be¬ 
hind the project, has now published 
its proposed route following public 
consultation. 

After receiving more than 120 re¬ 
sponses, the company has issued a 
newsletter to more than 2,500 local 
homes and businesses which includes 
a map of the proposed new line. 

It will run between Oswestry sub¬ 
station, located at the A5/A495 round¬ 
about, and Wem substation, located in 
Ellesmere Road on the western side of 
Wem. 

SP Energy Networks said the pro¬ 
posed route takes into account the 
feedback received during the consul¬ 
tation. 

Comments were received from res¬ 
idents in Cockshutt, including poten¬ 
tial visual impacts in the area from 
property owners. 

As a result of this feedback, the 
company has decided to follow a more 
southerly route which avoids greater 
impacts on any single property in the 
area. 

People also commented on the po¬ 
tential impacts affecting the section 
of the line beside Hordley. Based on 
this feedback, SP Energy Networks 
has identified a preference for a new 
section altogether. 

Mark Sobczak, head of 132kV pro¬ 
grammes at SP Energy Networks, 
said: “This is one of the most sig¬ 
nificant upgrades to the electricity

network ever proposed for north 
Shropshire. 

“We want to ensure that the net¬ 
work is modern, reliable and capable 
of supporting opportunities for future 
growth. 

“From the comments received dur¬ 
ing the first stage of consultation, we 
are pleased that there was generally a 


level of support for the way the pro¬ 
cess was run and most respondents 
considered they were given sufficient 
information in order to give informed 
feedback.” SP Energy Networks plans 
to build the new overhead line using 
a wood pole Trident design - a design 
which it said is a tried and tested, 
constructed most recently for rein¬ 


cable through North Shropshire 

forcing the electricity distribution net¬ 
work between Legacy substation and 
Oswestry substation. 

Mr Sobczak added: “We have al¬ 
ready carried out a considerable 
amount of investigatory work We will 
go back to speak with communities 
again with a stage two consultation 
during 2017.” 


Addict mum 
numbers in 
area revealed 

THERE were 21 babies born to 
mothers with drug addictions across 
Shropshire, Telford and Powys in the 
last two years. 

Figures obtained under a Freedom 
of Information request show that 
from 2014 to the present eight preg¬ 
nant women were addicted to heroin, 
two to cocaine, three to methadone, 
and one each addicted to alcohol, can¬ 
nabis and ecstasy. No information 
was available for the others. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust provides care for preg¬ 
nant women in the region. It said that 
the drug recorded at the point when 
women are first booked in at antena¬ 
tal clinics may not be the substance 
being used by the time they give birth. 

Shropshire’s director of public 
health Professor Rod Thomson said: 
“We encourage sensible alcohol in 
line with the guidance produced by 
the NHS. For women thinking of 
becoming pregnant this is especially 
important. 

“The use of illegal drugs in preg¬ 
nancy must always be considered un¬ 
safe even in small amounts.” 

Previous figures show that 52 
women with addictions gave birth be¬ 
tween 2011 to 2014. 

In 2013 there were 19 births by 
addicts, with heroin again being the 
most common substance. There were 
six mothers taking heroin, three 
cannabis, two methadone, one each 
sleeping tablets, amphetamine and 
benzodiazepine, and for three there 
was no information. 

In 2012, 12 were born to mothers 
with heroin addictions, five to canna¬ 
bis-addicted mothers, three to alcohol¬ 
ics and two each to mothers addicted 
to cocaine and methadone. 

The trust has procedures in place to 
look after babies born to women who 
are addicted or dependent on drugs or 
alcohol and the women themselves. 

Pregnant mothers known to be ad¬ 
dicted or on a monitored drug man¬ 
agement programme are referred to 
the neonatal service before giving 
birth and a care plan for the baby is 
put in place.

THERE’S a good deal of vintage uphol¬ 
stered furniture for sale at auction pres¬ 
ently - but some people are not keen to 
buy it if the fabric is even slightly worn or 
damaged. 

This is a great pity, not to mention a bit 
short-sighted, because the prices of these piec¬ 
es are very affordable 
and merely replacing 
the upholstery need 
not be a problem at 
all - and, of course, a 
restored item will re¬ 
gain its value. 

There are some lovely 
vintage chairs, sofas, 
dining chairs, chaises 
and day beds around - 
all in basically good con¬ 
dition - that just require 
re-covering in order to 
bring them back to life. 

Re-upholstering is 
something you can do 
yourself, armed with the 
right tools and a little knowledge. 

Alternatively, you can get a professional upholsterer 
to get the job done for you - this won’t break the bank 
and will be well worth the effort. 

Some of the items might just need cleaning properly 
to remove stains and not require re-covering at all, and 
again you can do this yourself if you take care, it’s al¬ 
ways a good idea to do a ‘patch test’ beforehand if you 
can and if in any doubt consult an expert. 

The original fabric of early 19th century pieces may 
well be in good condition but it is likely that earlier 
items, dating from the Edwardian, Victorian eras and 
before that, will bear the marks of use and is some¬ 
times faded thanks to being situated in sunlight. 

You can find the right material to match the fur¬ 
niture, even a 
suitable pattern 
or colour, so 
your restored 
pieces will end 
up looking as 
good as new. 

If you do de¬ 
cide to take the 
plunge and buy, 
make sure that 
the piece of fur¬ 
niture itself is in 
good condition 

and that the frame is nice and solid. 

Check for signs of woodworm, which can easily be 
treated if not too severe, and to make sure that wood¬ 
work is original. 

Some chaises or day beds may have been fitted with 
new legs over the years but it doesn’t really affect the 
look of the piece. 

I think people’s reluctance to take these items on as 
a worthwhile project is all to do with not knowing what 
might be involved - and this is reflected in their prices 
at the moment. 

So do take a good look at the pieces of vintage fur¬ 
niture on sale at the auction house, you may pick up a 
real bargain that could be totally transformed.

English Dictionary, dates back to 1297 and 
originates from the word ‘taillour’, a French 
word meaning ‘cutter’. The loose robes of the 
Middle Ages gave way to a constructed item 
that was cut, pieced and sewn to fit the shape 
of the body and ‘tailoring’ was born. The Mas¬ 
ter tailor became a very important craftsman 
of this specialized and complicated art. 

Italy, Spain and France became powers of 
fashionably dressed men. Frock coats and 
frills became popular and elaborate brocade, 
velvet and lace fabrics were used. It is still 
accepted that Britain introduced the art of 
tailoring to the rest of the word. The English 
were a little more somber in their dress and 
Savile Row in Mayfair, London became the 
place to buy beautifully made clothing, pa¬ 
tronized by Beau Brummell in early 1800’s, 
the epitome of the well-dressed man of the 


time. The Japanese word for suit is ‘sabiro’, 
interestingly derived from the words ‘Savile 
Row’. 

The likes of Paul Smith, Ozwald Beotang 
and Ted Baker are keeping the tradition alive 
and thankfully the art of tailoring continues 
in the UK. 

In the late 19th century gentleman would 
have a day suit and an evening suit in their 
wardrobe and a man was underdressed with¬ 
out a white shirt and tie and even a hat to 
compliment the look, rarely would they be 
seen out in casuals!

Don’t take very hot baths 

While soaking in a hot bath seems like a 
great idea after being out in the cold, the 
intense heat of a hot shower or bath actu¬ 
ally breaks down barriers in the skin, which 
can lead to a loss of moisture. Instead, use 
warm water and stay in the water a shorter 
amount of time. If you’re suffering from 
itchy skin, try a lukewarm bath with oat¬ 
meal or baking soda, to help relieve skin. 

Use honey 

To soften stubborn dry patches on 
rough elbows and knees, try a rich, hy¬ 
drating scrub. You could even make your 
own, simply use a mix of honey and sugar. 
Studies have shown that honey reduces in¬ 
flammation, and sugar (applied topically) 
increases circulation. This is especially 
helpful in winter when blood flow is typi¬ 
cally diverted from the skin and sent to the 
core of the body to keep it warm.

Look out for a charming 
maelstrom in the garden

AS the temperatures begin to 
drop, now that we’re out of Oc¬ 
tober, the days shorten markedly 
and the nights draw in. 

Importantly this means there is less 
time for diurnal animals to find food. 
As previously mentioned, some ani¬ 
mals migrate to find it whilst others 
simply shut down their bodies and 
wait it out. 

Those that must remain active can strug¬ 
gle at this time of the year, yet there are 
ways of getting through and one little bird 
in particular is famed for its sociable out¬ 
look in winter - the long tailed tit. 

You see, although we welcome in new 
species from colder climes now, it’s not 
just those different creatures that we can 
observe but differences of behaviour in our 
local ones too. 

The long-tailed tit is easily recognisable 
with its distinctive colouring, a tail that is 
bigger than its body and undulating flight. 
Noisy cheeps and twitterings accompany 
these residents as they typically rove the 
woods and hedgerows, but they can also be 
seen on heaths and commons with suitable 
bushes. 

Long-tailed tits seem to be doing well, 
possibly because of milder winters but also 
increased use of gardens. In harsh winters, 
mortality can be high among these small 
birds, but they usually recover quickly. 

Not only is this time of the year a good 
time to see these birds (more on that in just 
a moment) but it’s also the best time to find 
their nests. With all the leaves gone from 
hedgerows (annoyingly, usually the spik¬ 
iest, thorniest ones) these beautiful con¬ 
structions become visible. 

It is an elastic ball of moss, spiders’ webs, 
lichen, feathers, and hair that is built by 
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both the adult birds. It is intricate and can 
take up to three weeks to build and be lined 
with more than 2,000 feathers. 

Surprisingly perhaps, these ingeniously 
camouflaged hatcheries suffer a high rate 
of predation with only about a 20 per cent 
success rate. Yet caring and dedicated to the 
end, if the chicks manage to hatch, the par¬ 
ents will both feed the young, and are often 
assisted by other birds, especially males, 
that have failed to breed that season. 

One of its endearing characteristics as far 
as many people I have spoken to are con¬ 
cerned, is that this species is often seen in 
flocks of 10 to 20 individuals or more. 

Enamoured 

When such a charming maelstrom enters 
your garden, one cannot help but be enam¬ 
oured by these little birds. 

They are often seen in these groupings 
because whether or not you see them as a 
collection of fledglings, the young and the 
adults (plus the extra helpers) or a collabo¬ 
rative band of feeding tits, they are almost 
never alone. 

Yet it is happily the case that this time of 
the year is probably the best to see them. 
The aforementioned family flocks will occa¬ 
sionally join up with others in an attempt to 
seek out the best feeding places, but more 
often than not these loyal groups of birds 
will occupy and defend territories against 
neighbouring flocks. This will ensure better 
breeding in the forthcoming spring. 

Add to that the fact that another driving 


force behind their gregarious in winter is 
that communal roosting increases their 
survival chances, and you can see why now 
through to February is surely the very best 


time of the year to see long tailed tits, plu¬ 
ral.

Tributes are paid 27 
to long serving 
council officer 

ONE of Shropshire’s longest serving council officers who 
died suddenly has been described as an “extremely intelli¬ 
gent, devoted and gentle man” by his family. 

Gary Howell MBE was the man responsible for a wide 
range of engineering, highways, and traffic work for 
Shrewsbury and Atcham Borough Council. 

His work included the town’s park and ride, the town 
centre CCTV scheme and overseeing the pedestrian foot¬ 
path over the River Severn at Frankwell. 

Mr Howell has died at the age of 74. 

He worked in local government for 42 years until his re¬ 
tirement in 2002. 

Mr Howell of Weston Lane, Oswestry, was awarded the 
MBE in January 2000. 

He was presented with the award for services to the com¬ 
munity in Shropshire. 

His stepdaughter Timonie Sadler has spoken in awe of 
his achievements throughout his life. 

She said: “He was an extremely bright man, a man 
of very few words but a very committed man who was 
staunchly loyal. 

“I think working for Shrewsbury and Atcham Borough 
Council for 42 years tells you that. 

“I admired him, not only for all of the incredible things 
he achieved throughout his career but because when he 
met my mother, my father had died, so she had three young 
children by herself - me and my two brothers, and we were 
fiery, and he took us on as if we were his own, for that I 
think he’s pretty cool. 

“He’s going to be so missed by everyone, and acclimatis¬ 
ing to life without him will be difficult but we were lucky 
to have known him.” 

Despite a long and varied career, Mr Howell continued 
to serve on the Shrewsbury Flower Show committee for a 
number of years after he retired. 

While in his hometown of Oswestry he was known for 
serving on the scout committee, as well as for his regular 
appearances at Oswestry Show with his classic cars. 

He also served as a voluntary driver for the Qube in the 
town. 

Mr Howell, who died on October 25, leaves his wife Val 
Howell, three stepchildren Timonie, Stuart and Andrew 
Sadler, as well as his sister Annette Blackburn, six grand¬ 
children and two step grandchildren. 

His funeral will be held at St Oswald’s Parish Church 
in Oswestry on Tuesday next week. The family request no 
flowers but any donations for Hope House Children’s Hos¬ 
pice or Pets As Therapy will be gratefully received.

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Price is very compelling for Musso

The Musso is largely an updated version 
of the Korando Sports pickup, but with a 
new name brought back from Ssangyong’s 
past. Musso - Korean for ‘rhinoceros’ - 
brings not only an exterior update and 
rebadge, but also a new engine, the Euro 
6-compliant 2.2-litre E-XDI diesel. This can 
be paired with either a 6-speed manual or a 
new 6-speed automatic from Aisin. 

The new engine brings an improved punch 
that improves the towing rating and brings 
a mild boost to the combined fuel economy 
of around five per cent, but performance is 
unaffected. 

The redesigned cabin looks interesting 
enough, with an asymmetric set-up that 
proves a little awkward to use at first and has 
a few strange details. While the switchgear 
feels solid enough, the overall quality of the 
cabin isn’t up to scratch yet - but then the 
same can be said of some pricier alternatives. 

There are no questions about the Musso’s 
practicality credentials. We haven’t measured 
up the seat dimensions, but it’s almost a 
moot point - the cabin is vast and even 
three abreast in the back isn’t that much of a 
problem. This makes it great for family use. 

The load bay behind you is proportioned to 
fit a standard Euro pallet, with a total of 2.04 
square metres of area to play with. The 1,312 
litre bed is fully lined, with tie-down points 
inside the bay too, so you can pack any load 
you want to safely. A range of load covers is

available too, so you can use it as a secure 
load area or put a camper back on it for your 
dogs, for example. 

Total payload is one tonne - the same as its 
predecessor - while the Musso can now tow 
up to three tonnes, bringing it into contention 
with more expensive rivals. 

Unlike the majority of vehicles in the pickup 
sector, the Musso makes use of independent 
rear suspension. This gives it a surprisingly 
compliant ride, whether running empty or with 
the load bay pushed to its one-tonne limit - 
we also tested the car with a load bay full of 
gravel just to make sure. Without the extra 
weight, the Musso can get a little soggy over 
bumps, but by and large it’s better than rivals 
that stick to more basic suspension. 

The steering is somewhat mushy and vague 
though, so if you have any ambitions to press 
on down a country road it’s best to put them 
on the backburner. 


At speed there’s rather a lot of wind noise, 
coming from those huge wing mirrors, but it’s 
expected for this type of vehicle. Otherwise 
it’s happy to sit at motorway speeds with little 
fuss, albeit with a littlebit of body roll if you 
make too quick a lane change. 

In EX specification you gain a reversing 
camera and it makes the pretty bulky Musso 
a breeze to park - particularly with that light 
steering. It would benefit from front parking 
sensors to judge the nose a little better. 

The Musso range starts from £15,995 
(excluding VAT) and comes equipped with 
18” alloy wheels, leather-look seats, front and 
rear electric windows, power folding door 
mirrors, manual air conditioning, CD & RDS 
Radio with iPod & Bluetooth connectivity and 
a multifunction steering wheel. 

Our EX Auto specification vehicle adds 
black 18” alloy wheels, roof rails, leather 
seats - heated in the front and electrically 
adjustable for the driver, a 7” touchscreen for 
operating the infotainment, rear view camera 
with parking sensors, front LED daytime 
running lights, auto headlamps, rain sensing 
wipers and cruise control, for £17,995. 

The 6-speed automatic gearbox is a £1,000 
option, so the car comes in at £18,995 
(excluding VAT). Metallic paint is a £500 
option, with a Kenwood touchscreen that 
brings DAB and navigation also available as a 
£999option. 

If you’re self-employed and have a family, 
the Musso Pickup makes a lot of sense. 
Alongside being cheap - particularly if you

can claim the VAT back - and practical, 
it’s roomy and comfortable enough to 
accommodate the kids when not put to work. 
Specify the optional load cover and the dogs 
can come too. 

Ultimately the Musso Pickup proves a 
commendable all-rounder. The engine and 


gearbox, particularly the automatic, are a 
huge improvement and certainly bring the 
Musso into consideration, with the good ride 
brought by the multilink rear suspension 
proving something of a boon. All other 
considerations aside though, the price is very 
compelling.

Move looks certain to pay 
dividends for Hyundai ilO 



There’s a new bumper design and new round LED daytime running lights

With the competition growing and 
improving there was little option for 
Hyundai than to relaunch the 110 
in the city car sector - a move that 
looks certain to pay dividends. 

Because this is a massively 
improved ilO ready to compete head- 
on in a strong sector already heavily 
populated by such rivals as Skoda 
Citigo, Toyota Aygo, Kia Picanto and 
Volkswagen up. 

In September, Hyundai sales were 
up 9.6 per cent year on year, in a 
market up just over one per cent, 
while retail sales were up 11.5 per 
cent, a figure made all the more 
impressive given that the market has 
declined by 3.4 per cent. 

And it was the ilO city car, offering 
an award-winning package of design, 
space, technology, efficiency and 
safety, which achieved the most retail 
sales. The last time I drove the il 0 I 
wasn’t overly impressed but on this 
occasion I found the newly launched 
I.Olitre SE 66PS three-cylinder 
model a vastly different proposition, 
boasting competitive pricing, brilliant 
running costs, surprising space levels 
and lots of kit passed down from its 
big brothers in the Hyundai fleet. 


Some of the rivals seat only four in 
this sector while Hyundai claim five. 
And yes you can get three across the 
back seats and though it is still a tight 
squeeze it does work. A 252 litre boot 
is also a plus but still failed the golf 
club test. 

The New ilO comes with design 
refinements such as a cascading 
grille - the new family identity for 
Hyundai models in the future. There’s 
also a new bumper design and new 
round LED daytime running lights, 
positioned at the edges of the grille. 

At the rear the there’s a new bumper 
design with a black inlay and round 
fog lights and redesigned rear lights 
with a darker housing for a sportier 
look. Redesigned side mouldings 
with a new shape and size round off 
the New ilO’s fresh profile. 

Inside customers can now 
additionally choose from red, blue, 
orange, beige and black colours on 
all trims while the ilO stands on a 
new design of 14-inch steel or alloy 
wheels. 

Steering is still a on the vague side 
but overall handling is much better 
thanks to an improved gear ratio and 
performance levels will send a shiver 
down the spines of rival designers. 


There’s combined fuel figures 
of 60mpg, which around town is 
exceptional, and a top speed of 
96mpg with 0-62mph in 14.9seconds. 
C02 figures are just 108g/km, 
meaning more savings on licencing 
costs. 

The ilO on test would set you 
back £10,490 with metallic paint 
included at a cost £515 but you get 
a lot for your money in such a small 
car. There’s a Brake Assist System, 
Electronic Stability Programme and 
an engine immobiliser for example. 

Remote central locking, cruise 
control, air conditioning, height 
adjust-able steering column and 
all-round electric windows are not 
normally associated with this sector 
but they come as standard on 
the Hyundai as well as a five-year 
unlimited mileage warranty. With 
roadside assistance thrown in. 

With sales already racing ahead 
there seems little to suggest that 
the Hyundai ilO will be anything 
other than a massive success for the 
company. 

The test car felt as at home on 
country roads as on the busy streets 
and it’s as good a city car as I have 
driven - yet.
